out, in his carriage in front of an, open 
window. Then the door of the room 
should be closed to prevent a direct 
breeze or draft from blowing over the 
baby's head.

of the baby before it is taken outside,

The minister is heir to the leader-

By his cham- 
pionship of Dr. Townsend, he indicat- 
ed that he had taken nn ally in his 
personal fend with the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. 


For the Rev. Dr. Smith is violently 


antagonistic toward the President and 
all his New Deal works.

Judge Langston King in whose court 


Eskridge was convicted of murder 
without rnnlaee last week passed the 
sentence. 


In, shirt sieves and as calm as he 


was during the two-week trial, the 
crusading minister had litlleto stty 
after he accepted the sentence. 


"The trial was fair—as fair as could 


be," he said to Judge King. "And you 
were fair and square, too, judge. In 
Ihe few moments that this transaction 


this tragedy—occurred, I know that 


[ was not myself. There are limes 
when the animal part of us gets the 
uppermost. I think that was one of 
those times." 


Eskridge pleaded temporary insan- 


ity. 
O'Reilly was felled with a load 


of buckshot May 2D, 1935. as he stood 
on a street corner in Orange a clay 
after he had disarmed the preacher.

when Eskridge accepted the sentence.

But Robinson al- 
ready has received authoritative sup- 
port from administration circles. 


Unique Career 


Robinson's political career.is unique 


in many ways. He was, within 14 
days, a representative in 
congresJs, 


governor 
of Arkansas 
and United 


States senator from that state. 


While still a reprcsentalive, he ran 


for governor and was elected.. He re- 
signed the congressional post January 
14, 1913, to become governor. 
The 


death of an Arkansas senator mean- 
while created a vacancy, and the state 
legislature promptly named the newly 
installed governor to Ihe senale. 


Should Robinson become permanent 


chairman, he would wield tremendous 
power for the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, already 
strongly 
entrenched 


against possible intraparty squabbles. 
The permanent chairman has much to 
say about contested state delegations 
and the validity of Iheir claims. It 
is he who recognizes speakers on the 
floor.

Thick, curdled milk that has soured 
quickly is the best foundation for a 
good quality of cottage cheese and the 
following is the easiest 
o,f several 


ways to make it. 


Place the bowl containing the thick 


sour milk into a large pan of hot 
water. Never let the milk become 
hotter than blood heat. Too high a 
temperature toughens and hardens the 
rurcl. Let stand until thorough sep- 
aration takes place. Then pour into a 
large square of cheesecloth—double 
thickness—placed 
over 
a 
colander. 


Gather up the four corners of the 
cheese cloth and hang up to drain.
